It has been tough. Prince has been and always 
will be a huge part of my life. It’s hard 2 put into 
words the depth of the emotional connection 
that | made with his music. Over the years | 
would use his music as a source of strength 
and joy 2 get through tough times, enhance 
great times, and just generally inspire me on 
multiple levels.

| was lucky enough to witness him do his 
thing on a number of occasions.

Prince since the moment 
8-year-old me laid eyes on 
him riding a Pegasus. Nude. 
Literally learning everything | 
know about sex from Prince, 
as my father never had "the 
talk" with me. It was Prince. 
Remember the first time you 
pulled the poster out of the 
Controversy LP? | was on a bus 
with my grandma & she/we waved it proudly 
like the flag of your long lost people that you 
had finally reconnected with. 


That’s how Prince and his vast catalog of 
music is to me: life and lessons. History, how 
to, what NOT to do and where not to put 
“it.”

Soon 
after, | began listening to Prince and got into 
his music right away. Back then, | placed him 
along with Rick James and other purveyors 
of then modern funk sound. But then in 
’82, Prince goes and does the mind-blowing 
double album 1/999 that transcended all 
genres, melding pop/rock with funk/soul. 


As a hip-hop fan in the early-mid ’80s in the 
Bay Area, you would hear Prince’s records 
all the time in hip-hop sets by radio DJs and 
club DJs. You would hear records like “Erotic 
City” being spun in the mix alongside artists 
like The Egyptian Lover. 


FROM THE AMOEBLOG 


BILLY GIL 


| was late to Prince. My first memories of 
him were of “Diamonds and Pearls” and “7” 
being played on Power 106 growing up and 
of “Batdance” in the first Batman movie. All 
great stuff, to be sure, but not peak Prince, 
and even then it was still too strange for my 
weak suburban child mind to really wrap 
around. 


Fast forward to college and after, and the 
out and proud and_uber-sophisticated 
urbanite version of me fell hard for Prince. 
“| Wanna Be Your Lover” was my real 
entrée, then a roommate’s best-of CD that 
| burned (remember that?). Purple Rain, 
1999 and Dirty Mind all followed, which are 
still my favorites. But I’m always discovering 
a new Prince song I'd never really heard 
before.“Money Don’t Matter 2 Night” is my 
current obsession. Seeing him live during 
his 2011 residency at the Forum was one 
of the live music highlights of my life. You’re 
only in the presence of a real music legend 
so often, and there was a sense that you 
wouldn't ever see another 

set of shows like these 

again. 


Prince has saved me from 
many a sour DJ night. It 
seems like any crowd, any 
place, you can put on a 
song like “When You Were 


and get a great response 
(ditto for his proteges, like 
Vanity 6). | used to put him 
on my mix CDs for get- 
togethers when | lived in a 
mixed house with Christian 
Republicans, whom | loved 
as people but who didn’t 
have remotely the same 
taste as me. Prince tran- 


scends barriers like that. His persona 
showed me you can be whatever you want, 
and you can remake yourself if that feels 
right. It doesn’t matter what you’re wearing 
or who you know. Confidence comes from 
within. There’s a Prince-symbol-shaped hole 
in our hearts that won't be filled. 


MONALISA MURRAY 


Prince was and is a part of my every day life. 
Whether it’s his music, his likeness, a project 
he was involved in or a conversation about 
him, he was always there. | got to speak to 
him twice, saw him perform seven times and 
was fortunate to be in his presence quite a 
few times. 


My first time seeing Prince was on American 
Bandstand when he first performed “I 
Wanna Be Your Lover.” | wasn’t allowed 
to listen to the Dirty Mind or Controversy 
albums, but when 1999 came out, and 
Purple Rain after it, all bets were off. | 
fell in love with Sign 0’ the Times and still 
can’t remember how | got a copy of The 
Black Album on cassette and 
a couple of other bootlegs 
while | was in high school. 
Every album he_ released 
during the Warner Bros. years 
had some kind of impact on

Mine” or “Raspberry Beret” I TIMELESS

From a spiritual standpoint, his 
music is timeless and will live 
on forever. | believe he created 
music with that goal in mind.

Band EP (OPEN MOUTH) 

Find it in: EXPERIMENTAL 

A grand meeting of analog crudity. Nace’s guitar 
is shorn of any rockist — or even guitarist — 
signifiers, and Dilloway’s tape loops focus more 
on the wither and whine than usual. Queasy 
choirs drift through haze, and isolated crackles 
illuminate clouds of sferic mildew. This is music 
that could have been created, or could simply be 
oozing from electrical outlets long disused. 


Chris Cohen - As If Apart 
(CAPTURED TRACKS) 

Find it in: ROCK 

You know how sometimes songs get stuck in 
your head, but you can’t sing them because it’s 
not just the vocal melody, but the entirety of the 
arrangement? How your one voice doesn’t come 
close to capturing the oddly colorful harmonies 
that really make the music come alive? How it’s 
not just the melodic bass lines, but the way they 
dance around the twisty chordal structures? 
Like when you're repeating one three-note 
guitar melody to yourself but you can’t share it 
with anyone because it’s not those three notes, 
it’s their subtle, sublime role in that one bridge. 
It’s like that, but it’s even worse for me, because 
| can’t sing a whit. 


Various Artists -— Sacred Flute 
Music from New Guinea: 
Madang / Windim Mambu 
(IDEOLOGIC ORGAN) 

Find it in: WORLD 

Originally issued as two separate LPs in 1977 and 
1979 on David Toop’s !Quartz label, and re-issued 
as two separate CDs in 1999 on Rounder. These 
recordings of pairs of flutes are utterly unique 
and unfamiliar. It reminds me a little of Inuit throat 
singing, both in the alternating inhale/exhale duet 
approach, and the extra-musical importance 
of the sounds. But the resulting music is totally 
different - where throat singing recordings tend 
to end in earthy laughter, the interlocking drones 
of these CDs feel like otherworldly transcen- 
dence. The sound of the flutes are believed to be 
the cries of the spirits themselves, and | would 
certainly not disagree. 


Fat — Citron (CAT DOG MOUSE) 

Find it in: ROCK / EXPERIMENTAL 

Fat’s 1990 Automat Hi-Life is one of my favorite 
rock/improv/noise/whatever records __ ever. 
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Their 1992 Magnetizer promised to be “one of 
three FAT recordings made in a short period 
in Czechoslovakia. Each one does it differently. 
Listen also to [...] Citron.” I’ve been trying to find 
Citron ever since. | recently spoke to someone 
who ran a label during that time, and he said 
“Yeah, | got a demo tape for that album—it 
was terrible! Thank god no one would release 
it.” Obviously, that only made me want it more. 
Thankfully, ensuing decades didn’t diminish Fat’s 
enthusiasm for harebrained schemes. Twenty- 
five years later, they've released Citron (as well as 
Fat and the Masters of Haha, a very worthwhile 
recording of sessions with the titular traditional 
Moroccan ensemble), on LP and CD, presumably 
just for me. This is their remix, from the multi- 
track tapes, of Czech metal band Citron. All the 
wrong parts are emphasized. Histrionic vocals 
bellow alone in a room. Guitars effected to 
more closely resemble pig squeals worm their 
way around on the floor. Drums become dubby 
bowels and majesty is replaced with absurdity. | 
love this album. 


Guy Reibel - Douze Inventions 


En Six Modes De Jeu (kARLRECORDS) 
Find it in: EXPERIMENTAL / 20CL 

| am not very familiar with Pierre Schaeffer 
collaborator Guy Reibel’s work, but his Recol- 
lection GRM album and this never-before- 
released LP (of a suite from 1979) are both 
non-emotive masterworks of electroacoustic 
shriek and upper-register synthesizer entangle- 
ments. The piece for polystyrene and amplitude- 
tracking synthesis sounds just like you’d think it 
would. 


Robin Fox — A Small 


Prometheus (EDITIONS MEGO) 

Find it in: EXPERIMENTAL 

Fox’s earlier A Handful of Automation was more 
of a Xenakis / (Florian) Hecker-ish onslaught of 
random walks and Gendy-ian clouds of digital 
sluice. This album is more restrained and varied, 
but still absolutely engaging. From the opening’s 
pair of slightly-out-of-time drum hits topped 
off with unruly captured electronic snarls, to 
the title track’s ghostly drone and synthetic bug 
wings, and “Dark Rain’’s ear-tickling, puttering 
clips, this is one of the most satisfying modern 
electronic music albums I’ve heard in a long time.

Factor Chandelier - Factoria 
(FAKE FOUR INC.) 

Find it in: HIP-HOP 

Another incredible conceptual hip-hop album 
from Canadian producer Factor. Loosely based 
around a failed city that people attempted to 
build in Saskatoon just prior to World War I, the 
album touches upon motifs of construction and 


industrial collapse through its lyrics and music. 


Factor continues to push his sound in bold 
new directions, with proggy psych rock beats 
that balance hopeful optimism and industrial 
noise through live instrumentation. The album 
features an extra talented cast of Factor regu- 
lars, including stand-out cuts from Open Mike 
Eagle, Awol One, Ceschi, Myka 9, Kirby Domi- 
nant, and Evil Ebenezer, to name a few. Bold and 
original, perfectly sequenced, and just the right 
length, this is easily one of the most cohesive 
and original hip-hop albums of 2016. 


Elucid — Save Yourself 
(BACKWOODZ STUDIOZ) 

Find it in: HIP-HOP 

Long admired as one of NYC’s brightest and 
boldest voices, Elucid’s debut solo album finds 
the native New Yorker at his most ruthless and 
uncompromising. Largely produced by Elucid 
himself, with guest production from Willie 
Green, A.M Breakups, Small Pro, and more, the 
album carries a noisy and unsettling atmosphere 
that compliments Elucid’s aggressive delivery and 
heavy lyrics. Rumor has it that Elucid had initially 
envisioned DJ Rashad as the ideal producer for 
the project prior to his passing, and you can hear 
echoes of the Chicago Hyperdub front man in 
Elucid’s challenging rap bars and dense elec- 
tronic production. Save Yourself is not an easy pill 
to swallow, but it’s as bold a statement as you're 
likely to hear from a solo debut in 2016 and is 
the type of album that will keep you coming 
back for more. 


Dillon & Paten Locke — 


Food Chain (FULL PLATE) 

Find it in: HIP-HOP 

Grab yourself a tall stack of napkins, because 
Dillon & Paten Locke have cooked up one hell 
of a meal with their sophomore album Food 
Chain. Slick raps and humorous relatable lyrics 
from Dillon, downright funky lo-fi headnodder 
beats from Paten Locke. Whole project sounds 
like the genuine article over the course of its 
19-song duration, with enough food refer- 
ences sprinkled throughout to seriously whet 
my appetite while listening. Guest verses from 
folks like Count Bass D, Homeboy Sandman, 
Willie Evans Jr., J-Live, Dres, etc. Hell, they even 
brought the legendary Lobstradamus out of 
oceanic retirement to spit some salty bars in 
Paten Locke’s once nice-smelling vocal booth. | 
whole-heartedly recommend this album to fans 
of fine-dining and hot rap bars. Better bring a 
bib. 


Onry Ozzborn - Duo 

(FAKE FOUR INC)

The Lord of Weastwick returns with perhaps 
his most accomplished solo offering to date. 
Onry has quietly taken the underground by 
storm in the last few years, playing a crucial 
role in Dark Time Sunshine, Grayskul, and the 
Northwest’s always underrated Oldominion 
collective. Duo is a conceptual album that pairs 
Onry with a different guest vocalist on each 
song, with a stacked line-up of rap homies 
including Aesop Rock, P.O.S, Eligh, Pigeon John, 
Rob Sonic, Sadistik and Dem Atlas to name 
only a few. Further sweetening the deal is 


the presence of Smoke M2D6 and Void Pedal 
behind the boards, both of whom deliver a 
series of outstanding edgy beats that really give 
the album its own gothic atmosphere. Hip-hop 
duets done right. 


The Kleenrz - Season 2 

(THE ORDER LABEL)

Killer second album from MC Self Jupiter (Free- 
style Fellowship) and producer Kenny Segal. 
Season 2 continues the hitman clean-up crew 
concept of their self-titled debut while offering 
up a broader range of topics to pick apart and 
an extra healthy dose of LA rap styles to wrap 
your brain around. Self Jupiter’s deep voice and 
poetic delivery shine on cuts like “The Breakup 
Breakfast,’ where he paints dramatic images of 
devoured Tiffany’s necklaces and asthma attacks 
over a slow-burning Kenny Segal banger. The 
album closes with “Ghost Recon,” an incred- 
ible posse cut featuring Sach, Abstract Rude, 
Awol One, Grouch and Eligh that captures the 
essence of what makes Los Angeles hip-hop 
some of the most exciting and stylistic rap music 
on the map. So polished and professional, you’d 
question whether a rap crime had ever been 
committed.

Hans Abrahamsen - Let Me 


Tell You (WINTER & WINTER) 

Featuring: Barbara Hannigan; 

Andris Nelsons; Bavarian Radio 
Symphony Orchestra

So far we’ve reached the midpoint in 2016 and 
| can safely say that this is my favorite release 
thus far. A 33-minute song cycle based on a 
concept that was borrowed from the book 
Let Me Tell You written by the writer, libret- 
tist and music critic Paul Griffiths. It’s sort of a 
reincarnation of the character Ophelia in her 
own words taken from Shakespeare’s Hamlet and 
yet what we hear as the listener is bewitching, 
unearthly and strange music. A sort of seduc- 
tion that guides us toward the supernatural. 


Known for her highly expressive and eloquent 
technique the Canadian soprano Barbara 
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Hannigan has firmly taken ownership of Ophe- 
lia’s current role. It’s been well over 400 years 
since we've heard Ophelia speak. She desperately 
wants to tell us something but a great deal has 
happened since the beginning of the | 7th century. 
Modest and ordinary lines like “Let Me Tell You 
How It Is” are sung with such an eccentric yet 
purposeful delivery which celestially becomes 
enmeshed inside diaphanous-like phrasing from 
the gorgeous playing by the Bavarian Radio 
Symphony Orchestra. Brittle, delicate and 
animated gracefulness sets the tone of the musi- 
cians throughout the song cycle. The effects are 
a bit eerie and eccentric but always beautiful. 


Danish composer Hans Abrahamsen, in what | 
believe is his very first vocal composition, has 
written a gem of a piece. | must confess that this 
is the first time I’ve heard a Hans Abrahamsen 
composition. I’m eager and excited to hear 
more of his music. Even though Let Me Tell You 
is just shy of 33 minutes long, the potency of 
its compelling songs provided no need to add 
more music so as to just fill up time for a typical 
compact disc. The omission of added bonus 
tracks has, for me, enhanced its effectiveness. 


The Latvian conductor and current music 
director of Boston Symphony, Andris Nelsons, 
masterfully guides the BRSO through ethereal, 
intricate cadences which fluctuate between 
calm and floating sounds into theatrical and 
vivid colors. The final movement “I Will Go Out 
Now” seems to be a telling resolution of Ophe- 
lia’s fading departure back towards the arcane 
world from which she was mysteriously resur- 
rected from. A frigid yet elegant recreation of a 
notable, albeit misunderstood, literary person- 
ality has chosen an interesting time to resur- 
face. Possibly and hopefully a warrant for better 
times ahead. 


Héléne Grimaud / Nitin 


Sawhney - Water 

(DEUTSCHE GRAMMOPHON) 

Featuring: Héléne Grimaud

The concept in this recording seems to be a 
simple one. How to incorporate the perception 
of water into music. The french pianist Hélene 
Grimaud attempts to continue her quest to 
realize this idea but now through music only. 
Over a year ago she collaborated with Scot- 
tish artist Douglas Gordon in a live production 
from the Park Avenue Armory 55,000 square 
foot Drill Hall in New York where the entire 
stage seemed visually immersed in water. At 
that time the music played by Miss Grimaud, in 
a live performance, was enhanced by the visual 
effects of water. Now this same performance by 


Grimaud is borrowed sans the visual effects and 
is instead coupled with the sounds of the Indian 
composer/producer Nitin Sawhney providing 
brief one to two-minute electronic interludes 
(keyboard, guitar & programming) between 
each of the eight established compositions. In 
contrast to the previous more literal format 
the challenge now becomes a greater one 
while the results are rejuvenating and gratifying. 


For the most part, water is like energy and 
can endlessly transform itself into a myriad of 
forms. Hélene Grimaud chooses well estab- 
lished pieces from eight different composers 
(Luciano Berio, Toru Takemitsu, Gabriel Faure, 
Maurice Ravel, Isaac Albéniz, Franz Liszt, Leos 
Janacek and Claude Debussy) and uses Nitin 
Sawhney’s subtle musical intermissions as a 
replacement for deadened space. By a long 
shot this is not your typical classical piano 
recital we are all used to for the whole point 
of this release is to experience the entire I5 
movements as one continuous progression. 
There are no charitable gaps for throat clearing. 


Grimaud begins the recording with subtle and 
slow trickling notes of Berios’ “Wasserklavier” 
which is played quite beautifully. As the flowing 
notes artlessly find a tonic course it then fades 
into cunning ambient programming with meticu- 
lous keyboard notes hovering over so as to 
produce a shimmering effect of light reflecting 
the surface of water. Takemitsu’s “Rain Tree 
Sketch” seamlessly resumes this meticulous 
pace which eventually picks up steam with 
Fauré’s “Barcarolle No.5” with the suggestion 
of swirling gestures. Grimaud is not concerned 
with playing the composition with precise and 
fastidious discipline but rather accents sections 
which she feels pertain to this continuous 
flow of water. She’s at her best when the 
cluster of notes become flashy and flamboyant. 


Past the midway point of this fascinating musical 
journey Grimaud chooses more energetic and 
melodramatic pieces which provide exqui- 
site and majestic phrasing that recall glorious 
water fountains that influence its trajectory in 
dramatic fashion. This is detected towards the 
end of Liszt’s “Les jeux d’eaux a la Villa d’Este” 
which is stunningly performed by Grimaud. 


This is the sort of recording that might require 
repeated listens as it did for me just because 
of the different classical format. Similar to the 
Hans Abrahamsen release I’ve recommended 
Let Me Tell You, I’m beginning to notice recent 
classical recordings that are more conceptu- 
ally driven as opposed to recordings of only 
the interpretation of composition. It’s not 


only a welcome idea but most definitely a 
refreshing one. You should give Water a try. 


*My only caveat is that you should skip the 
deluxe version and purchase the regular release. 
Although interesting, Hélene Grimaud’s short 
narratives in describing each piece at the conclu- 
sion of the recording (a 10-minute segment) 
does nothing to enhance her cause. The music 
is all we need.

It seems as though every time | submit my selec- 
tions for MWL | usually pick either a Strauss 
or Wagner opera. This time is no different for 
this is a truly wonderful Tristan und Isolde. And 
once more | pick a Patrice Chéreau production 
who has directed yet another opera for the ages. 
Although this production was filmed back in 2007 
it wasn’t released on Blu-ray until December of 
2015. With the passing of Mr. Chéreau in 2013 
(winner of nearly 20 movie awards including the 
Jury Prize at Cannes back in 1994) the opera 
world has truly missed a terrific director. What 
opera fan could forget the legendary 1976 
filming of the Ring Cycle conducted by Boulez? 
That was the beginning of Patrice Chéreau’s 
long illustrious career in the opera world. So it 
was a real treat for me to finally see this Tristan 
become available in the best format possible. 


lan Storey as Tristan is not the best singer 
I’ve heard for this role but his enthusiasm can 
certainly fill the void. The true story behind the 
choosing of lan Storey for the leading role needs 
to be known. The conductor of this perfor- 
mance, Daniel Barenboim, was informed that 
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their chosen tenor for this production had with- 
drawn and so Mr. Barenboim threw his hopes on 
lan Storey who had never seen a performance 
of “Tristan und Isolde” in his life; “I don’t think 
| could sit still for long enough,” he says (the 
opera is four hours long). Well in a short period 
of time and through the pressing encouragement 
of Barenboim who was determined to mold Mr. 
Storey into a viable Tristan, he eventually landed 
him an apartment in Milan and within five months 
(9-10 hours a day) he finally created his Tristan. 


There’s been a number of annoying Tristans that 
l’ve seen who seem detached or disinterested 
and Storey isn’t one of those. The main appre- 
ciative qualities to derive from Mr. Story’s perfor- 
mance is that he’s clearly engaged with the role 
of a devoted knight who becomes grandiosely 
sidetracked by the love potion (although the 
director Patrice Chéreau smartly emphasizes a 
placebo effect). Storey sings the part of a devout 
and loyal soldier whose allegiance to whom- 
ever he’s assisting is magnified with a controlled 
excitement despite an assumed tremolo. His 
devoted attention to his role is impressive. 


But it’s the German mezzo/soprano, Watraud 
Meier as Isolde, that deserve the highest praise. 
| believe this is the third time around for her as 
Isolde on video (I’ve seen them all plus dozens 
by other singers) and this one ranks as the best 
for even at 51 (she’s 60 presently) Miss Meier 
has truly raised the bar. There is a fluency in 
her delivery that has a mellifluous effect on 
the listener. She has an easiness to her legato 
and when long phrasing is required her pliable 
voice alongside the greatness of the Teatro alla 
Scala Orchestra is simply glorious. And when 
Waltraud Meier glides to a higher register it’s 
done with the least bit of noticeable effort. 
Truly a remarkable singer who is a true cham- 
pion of what great singing should become. To 
sing off and on for four hours in the face of a 
huge orchestra while keeping the listener always 
engaged requires only greatness and Miss Meier 
is definitely that. Worth every penny! 


J.S. Bach — Testament: 
Complete Sonatas and Partitas 
for Solo Violin (Avie) 

Featuring: Rachel Barton Pine

American violinist Rachel Barton Pine, an avid 
student of the baroque period, has recently 
tackled quite a daunting piece of work in 
Bach’s Sonatas and Partitas. This 27-move- 
ment epic work has been performed by 
dozens of remarkable violinists. Some of 
those names are too intimidating to even 
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mention. This, however, ought not to mean 
one should avoid searching out new record- 
ings. Rachel Barton Pine’s performance in this 
latest release of Bach’s Sonatas and Partitas 
entitled Testament is nothing to scoff at. 


In this release of Miss Pine’s we hear something 
different. In the booklet we learn an interesting 
fact that ever since she was 14 years old Rachel 
has been playing the Sonatas and Partitas with 
a baroque bow but on a modernized violin. 
And now at 41 years old she uses this same 
format but with a masterful technique for the 
results are truly remarkable. Instead of a heavy 
vibrato which we are familiar with, we hear 
deep, rich, sonorous tones that cancel out any 
vibrato. It’s definitely a different and, what | 
think, refreshing take to this fascinating work. 


Recorded inside the church (St. Paul’s United 
Church of Christ in Chicago) which she began 
performing in at just four years old, the acous- 
tics yield an austerity which form a fitting hallow 
sound. Surely there are numerous recordings of 
this celebrated piece to choose from but adding 
this particular performance to your collection 
will simply broaden one’s perception/apprecia- 
tion of this magnificent work.

The real Aesop drops an incredibly well 
thought-out concept album, intentional or not. 
With incredible wordplay, and the diverse and 
intricate vocabulary-laden storytelling he is 
known for, he stomps over equally incredible 
self-production, which fluctuates between dark, 
hard-edged and synth-heavy sonic bangers and 
soft-toned boom baps. Lots of live instrumen- 
tation help from a variety of artists, and vocal 
help from friends like Kimya Dawson, Rob Sonic, 
Onry Ozzborn, Chuck D, and even Hanni El 
Khatib. Hard to pick a favorite here, which for 
me, is the hallmark of a future classic that will 
stay on repeat for quite a while. Both the CD & 
double-LP have die-cut covers with the amazing 
artwork of Zero Friends’ Alex Pardee, with the 
vinyl on neon green & pink wax, respectively, as 
well as a download code (Big up Rhymesayers 
for coming correct with that!). Highest recom- 
mendation. 


Factor Chandelier (Factor) -

With other production 
by 2 Hungry Bros., Large Professor, Georgia 
Anne Muldrow, Jon Wayne, Paul White, Eric 
Lau, RJD2, and others - coupled with his staple 
repetitive-rhyme style - the entire album is a 
complete head-nod. Supa-dope. CD & LP Vinyl 
comes with download code (shout out Stones 
Throw for embracing that early on).

Kaytranada — 99.9% 

(XL RECORDINGS)

Haitian-Canadian producer and DJ, Kaytranada 
has been putting in work for a few years now, 
but with 99.9% he seems to have finally crested 
a new level of popularity, and we're all better 
for it. His production melds Hip-hop, Soul, 
Funk, and Electronica (with some “house-y” 
elements), while avoiding any kind of sonic 
mayhem that would seem to imply. Beautiful 
flowing rhythms give way to funky, soulful 
vocals, which give way to party-time, Disco-like 
House beats, which in turn give way to light 
trap-style boom baps, and on and on.With help 
from the likes of Karriem Riggins, BadBadNot- 
Good, Anderson .Paak, Phonte, Little Dragon, 
and more, it’s no great wonder why this melting 
pot of music works. CD & LP. Highest recom- 
mendation. 


Skepta -— Konnichiwa 


(BOY BETTER KNOW)

As someone who has been following the 
Grime scene since 2002 when Wiley (aka 
Eskiboy) started dropping those cold beats 
that would become a new sound for Hip-hop 
music—Grime, | am hyped that cats like him 
are still putting out those grimy bangers. As 
co-founder of Boy Better Know with his 
brother, JME (another favorite Grime artist), 
Skepta has been doing it for almost as long, and 
he just keeps sharpening that samurai sword 
of a tongue. Cutting lyrics bounce over super 
bass-heavy banger beats, of which many are 
produced by Skepta. Part street, part gamer, 


part skate/bike guy, all Big Man bizness. This will 
be on repeat for a hot minute. CD, but rumors 
there’s a vinyl release coming. Highest recom- 
mendation. 


Mr. Lif - Don’t Look Down 

(MELLO MUSIC GROUP)

Yes, there is a seven-year gap between albums, 
but not only does Don’t Look Down sound like 
Lif never left, he sounds stronger, more insightful 
and personal, and more... complete? Well- 
rounded? Experienced? | don’t know. I’m trying 
to find the right words to replace the tired and 
clichéd term, “Real Hip-hop.” Solid produc- 
tion from Edan, Fakts One, Apex and more 
provide purposeful, intense, and sometimes 
hectic rhythms for Mr. Lif to show his expansive 
growth as an MC. It’s good to have you back, Lif. 
On repeat. CD,Vinyl & Cassette.Vinyl comes on 
black and gray-marbled wax, and for whatever 
reason did not come with a download code. 
MMG has been pretty consistent in providing 
DL codes with their vinyl releases, but a few 
recent ones did not have one. | hope it’s not 
a trend, as I’ve always look at MMG as being a 
reliable label in providing that to go with their 
amazing releases. Recommended. 


ia Stretch and Bobbito: Radio 
That Changed Lives (2015) - 
Directed by Bobbito Garcia 


This documentary chronicles the rise and fall of a 
Hip-hop radio show in NewYork, exposing to the 
world who would become the go-to tastemakers 
in rap music — Stretch and Bobbito —who in 
turn went on to introduce the world to unsigned 
artists like Nas, Biggie, Wu-Tang, Eminem, and a 
whole mess more. Needless to say, legendary 
status is still an understatement. The film is 
packed with interviews from those who were 
there from jump, whether behind the scenes or 
on the mic, everyone had a story to tell. What 
surprised me the most is the huge amount of 
footage from that Golden Era. They had the fore- 
sight, knowingly or not, to film much of what they 
did in the studio, spotlighting people that went on 
to greatness, living or passed. This is a must see 
(really, a must-own) for any Hip-hop head. Classic 
stuff. Highest Recommendation. 


2Tall - Lost Stories (Unreleased 
Beats Circa 2005-2008)

For many 
of these hard to find tracks this is their first 
time on vinyl... | decided to challenge myself to 
rebuild the album as close to the original inten- 
tion. It was rebuilt using a hardware sampler 
and turntable constructing each beat bar by 
bar and sound by sound. This process involved 
going through hundreds of discs and relying on 
memory to recall the original sample sources.” 
CD & LP. Limited to 400 copies on 150 gram 
wax. Vinyl comes with download code. Recom- 
mended. 


Open Mike Eagle + Paul White

The Avalanches — 


Wildflower (asTRALWERKS) 

It's been 16 years since they left us. At the 
turn of the millennium, Aussie turntablist kings 
The Avalanches went crate-digging for thou- 
sands of samples, and came out the other side 
with Since | Left You: a breathless, breathtaking 
little journey through exotica, house, boogie, 
hip-hop, pop-vocal schlock, and so much more, 
embarking on nearly every stylistic diversion 
that an obsessive’s record collection might 
allow. While derived entirely from appropri- 
ated material, the sound-world these blokes 
created was remarkably fluid and deeply 
personal, avoiding the pitfalls that render most 
sample-based music little more than contrived, 
collagist novelty. For my money, it’s the best 
record of the past few decades. At the time 
of this writing, its long, long awaited successor, 
Wildflower, won’t come out for another two 
weeks. While it might be antithetical to the 
spirit of “Music We Like” to recommend an 
album we’ve not yet heard, the prospect of a 
followup to that now-legendary first LP is just 
too tantalizing to ignore. 


KING —- We Are KING 

(KING CREATIVE) 

If there’s a new presence in the music world 
to watch in 2016, it’s Paris Strother: producer, 
arranger, instrumentalist, engineer, and one of 
three vocalists behind L.A.-based R&B trio, 
KING. Following an EP released in 2011 — 
which captivated Prince’s attention enough 
that he invited Amber & Paris Strother (yes, 
they’re twins) and bandmate Anita Bias out to 
Paisley Park — their self-released debut album, 
We Are KING, is as effortlessly engaging, yet 
deceptively complex, as any pop record I’ve 
heard in years. Inventive, layered compositions 
and vocal arrangements abound, partly thanks 
to Strother’s status as a conservatory graduate 
of Berklee. Yet, the complexity on display here 
doesn’t serve to draw attention to itself, nor 
to showcase Strother’s chops. Riding atop the 
most luxuriant synth tones I’ve heard this year, 
We Are KING makes one interesting, unconven- 
tional choice after another, while never failing 
to hit the listener squarely in the dopamine 
receptors. It suggests new worlds and possi- 
bilities, yet feels as comforting, familiar, and 
warm as an old sweatshirt. KING has arrived 
fully formed, and the results are a total joy to 
behold. 





Anohni - Hopelessness 

(SECRETLY CANADIAN) 

“Drone bomb me,’ Anohni utters, at the begin- 
ning of Hopelessness, in that bottomless baritone 
of hers, suggesting the fusion of Nina Simone 
and Scott Walker that felt so captivating and 
new, on her formative records as Antony & the 
Johnsons. Right off the bat, we're pummeled 
with confrontational, unapologetically political, 
brutally direct lyrics. Over the next 40 minutes, 
Anohni’s debut presents itself as a protest album 
for a new era. Dispensing with the faded memo- 
ries of ’60s anti-war generalities that dominate 
modern white protest music, Hopelessness is 
pointed and timely in its focus: railing against 
drone strikes in the Arab world that leave dead 
civilians in their wake, the death penalty that 
unflatteringly reflects America’s inner North 
Korea, and the rising sea levels that threaten 
to render all these other problems irrelevant. 
That the production of these songs — supplied 
by laptop wizards Oneohtrix Point Never and 
Hudson Mohawke — is so hooky, poppy, and 
immediate, poses a confounding counterpoint to 
their subject matter.At its most direct, Hopeless- 
ness represents an escapist Katy Perry record 
in form, while practically forcing the listener 
to reckon with its sobering lyrical content. 
This constant push and pull between engaging 
accessibility and harsh reality is discomforting, 
but desperately necessary in a time when song- 
writers are too content to bury their heads 
in the sand, shielding any trace of earnestness 
in clouds of reverb and ambiguity. Let’s not 
forget Anohni’s voice, though; it’s a devastat- 
ingly powerful instrument that could face off 
against Adele’s technical abilities any day of the 
week, yet it’s backed with a creative vision and 
strength of purpose that the Adeles of the world 
sorely lack.As a showcase of vocal talent, as well 
as a potent political statement, Hopelessness is 
absolutely essential listening.

When they’re NOT playing major chords, which 
is most of the time, they can get pretty out there 
and atonal, but the setting is so beautiful that 
it’s irresistible. It’s avant-garde, but they do know 
how to draw you in closer instead of pushing 
you away.

& Blu-ray these three mid-’70s Wim Wenders 
masterpieces grt the full-blown loving Crite- 
rion Collection treatment they deserve. Rudiger 
Vogler stars in all three films. In the beautiful 
Alice in the Cities (1974) he plays a German 
magazine writer who becomes burdened with a 
precocious young girl who has been abandoned 
by her mother in New York. He travels through 
Germany trying to find the girl’s grandmother’s 
house using only a single grainy photograph 
as a reference. In Wrong Move (1975) Vogler is 
again a writer on an existential quest who takes 
up with a group of other nomads including a 
very young Nastassja Kinski. Finally in Kings of 
the Road (1976) Vogler plays a traveling movie 
projector repair man who befriends a despon- 
dent psychologist who has attempted suicide in 
front of him & travels up & down the wastelands 
of Germany visiting small town movie houses 
in various states of disrepair. The literal English 
translation of Kings of the Road's German title 
(Im Lauf Der Zeit) is “In the course of time” 
and each of these languidly paced films utilize 
their duration to encapsulate the protagonists 
mindset. | can’t recommend them highly enough.

6 Classic Westerns (1955-1960) 
— Directed by Budd Boetticher 


There are plenty of Randy Scott western collec- 
tions out there to choose from, but THIS is 
the one to own. The reason? This six-movie 
set features the five Budd Boetticher directed 
pictures from the now out of print Columbia 
collectors box set. The ones to really look out 
for are the three written by Burt Kennedy: Ride 
Lonesome, The Tall T, and Comanche Station. The 
trio of Scott, Boetticher, and Kennedy turned 
these relatively cheap B-westerns into mini- 


masterpieces of the genre. These taut, lean, 
concise flicks are also some of the most heart- 
felt, beautifully shot and subversive westerns out 
there. Ride Lonesome, shot in expansive, colorful 
CinemaScope, features Scott as a bounty hunter 
who finds bringing an outlaw in for justice a 
hard task for just one man, but his obsession 
with the task proves to be more personal than 
first appears. Featuring James Coburn in his 
first film credit, Ride Lonesome is an outstanding 
ensemble piece, featuring one of the more 
striking last shots of any movie in the genre. 
The Tall T finds Scott accidentally involved in a 
kidnapping/ransom of a newly married couple by 
three bandits, played by Richard Boone, Henry 
Silva and Skip Homeier, some of the coldest 
and most interesting crooks ever put to cellu- 
loid. In Comanche Station, Scott is on the hunt 
for a woman kidnapped by Comanches.Another 
CinemaScope beauty, this final Scott/Boetticher/ 
Kennedy western is tinged with Hitchcock- 
ian obsession and features an interesting twist 
ending.

The chemistry between the actors 
coupled with the Swiss watch precision of Lean’s 
direction results in an achingly satisfying picture.

Tony Banks - A Curious Feeling 

(ESOTERIC RECORDINGS)

Everyone of a certain age is familiar with 
Genesis and the many successful solo projects it 
spawned (Peter Gabriel, Phil Collins, Mike & the 
Mechanics). But what about Tony Banks? Though 
he is arguably the chief architect of Genesis’ 
sound, the keyboardist has been unable to 
achieve success on his own. That doesn’t mean 
his solo records are no good. Esoteric has just 
reissued his first two efforts in deluxe CD/DVD 
and 180-gram vinyl packages. 1979’s A Curious 
Feeling is his first, and many progressive rock fans 
would say also his best, with loose song struc- 
tures and a grand, overarching theme uniting the 
songs. It’s an excellent album, purportedly based 
on the novel Flowers For Algernon. Check out the 
songs “Somebody Else’s Dream” and “The Lie.” 


Tony Banks - The Fugitive 
(ESOTERIC RECORDINGS) 

Find it in: ROCK 

From 1983, Tony Banks’ second release divides 
Progressive rock fans, but is by far my favorite. 
For one thing, Banks sings all the songs himself, 
and it turns out he has a modest but quite 
good voice, reminiscent of Tony Mansfield or 
Buck Dharma. In fact, Mansfield’s band New 
Musik seems to have been something of an 
influence on this record, given the new-wave- 
y synth sounds here, most obvious in the song 
“By You.” The Fugitive is Banks’ most consistent 
record too — every track has a clear identity 
and is tight and melodic. The CD includes two 
non-LP tracks. The reissues of this and A Curious 
Feeling are remixed from the original tapes, and 
the DVDs include 5.1 surround mixes and the 
original promo videos from both releases. 


Prefab Sprout — Crimson/Red 
(RED RIVER ENTERTAINMENT)

From 2013, Crimson/Red is the last Prefab Sprout 
recording to date, and if it ends up being their 
last, it’s an incredible way to go out. It’s probably 
their finest since 1985’s peerless Steve McQueen 
(aka Two Wheels Good), and includes several 
instant classics, not the least of which is the lead- 
off track “The Best Jewel Thief In The World.” 
Songwriter (and only band member remaining) 
Paddy McAloon remains a wistful, playful, funny, 
and sometimes fearlessly silly lyricist. The songs 
are sophisticated and direct throughout, and the 
chords and melodies are sublime. Get this right 
now. 


Anthony Phillips — Wise After 
The Event (EsoTERIC RECORDINGS) 

Find it in: ROCK 

One of my all-time favorite records has been 
given the royal treatment by Esoteric. Wise After 
The Event, originally released in 1978, is undoubt- 
edly Anthony Phillips’ finest work — a largely 
acoustic song cycle filled with intricately layered 
guitars, Syd Barrett-esque wordplay, and melo- 
dies for miles, with a backing band featuring King 
Crimson alums Michael Giles and Mel Collins. 
The ultra-deluxe set includes a remastered 
version of the original masterpiece, a remixed 
version, a 5.1 surround version, and a disc of 
outtakes and alternate versions. If all this sounds 
like a little too much (but it’s not), just grab the 
original LP, or the one- or two-disc versions that 
occasionally float into our used bins.

The Twilight Sad - 


The Twilight Sad EP (Fatcat)

November 14, 2016 will mark the | 0-year anni- 
versary of the release of Scottish shoegazing/ 
post-punk revivalists The Twilight Sad’s debut 
self-titled EP. Though the EP was only released 
on CD—and is now out-of-print—a commem- 
oration is absolutely necessary as far as I’m 
concerned (I even emailed FatCat Records, 
the band’s record label, asking if there would 
be some sort of anniversary edition reissue 
or ‘first-time-on-vinyl’ pressing in the near 
future... essentially | got a “maybe” answer). 
The Twilight Sad was a quartet from its incep- 
tion: lead singer/doomsayer James Graham, 
guitarist/producer/musical mastermind Andy 
MacFarlane, pounding/pulsating drummer Mark 
Devine, and rhythmic-lynchpin bassist Craig 
Orzel (who left the band shortly after their 
second album in 2010). Opener “But When 
She Left, Gone Was The Glow” enters with a 
wheezing accordion and scratchy background 
sound effects, as Graham intones in a spoken- 
sung delivery. You can feel the relatively sedate 
first minutes of the song building and building, 
as the drums come blasting in,and MacFarlane’s 
shoegazing guitar bursts wide open in a chaotic 
frenzy for a powerful finale.And that is one well-

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done aspect of The Sad’s modus operandi: slow 
burns into huge exits. (N.B.: don’t be dissuaded 
by the emo-ish length of the song titles; though 
the quartet was in their very-early-20s in 2006, 
their music is pure noise catharsis. And though 
the subject matter is miserable and bleak, 
there’s nary a hint of that shitty confessional 
product here). Following is “That Summer, At 
Home | Had Become The Invisible Boy”—also 
known jokingly as “Hit Single” on The Twilight 
Sad’s setlists—the first of three songs that 
would re-appear on their debut full-length 
album, Fourteen Autumns & Fifteen Winters, in 
2007.“That Summer” is also one of the band’s 
most enduring songs, one that appears in virtu- 
ally every live performance of theirs since its 
creation, and rightfully so. Pitchfork’s review 
of the debut album concluded, “The Twilight 
Sad approach the darker side of growing up 
with consideration and dignity, and manage 
to maintain a proper perspective,” which is a 
nevermore apt description of “That Summer” 
especially. “I’m fourteen, and you know / That 
I’m looking the wrong way” sings Graham 
in his trademark thick Scottish accent, as he 
furthers with pleasant details about “a strong 
father figure” and “with a heart of gold, a loving 
mother,” before turning with the sinister ambi- 
guity of “The kids are on fire in the bedroom.” 
The mood intensifies as washes of ringing, 
reverbing guitar fights with creaking accordion 
and oodles of noise. The meaning of the lyrics 
is never clearly displayed, but it’s obvious that 
something rotten has happened or is afoot. 
Looping middle track “Last Year’s Rain Didn’t 
Fall Quite So Hard” takes its influence from 
Animal Collective, with the use of repetitive 
lyrics and chiming tones. The version of the 
song on this EP is a truncated stopgap, clocking 
in at just over two-and-a-half minutes (versus 
the studio album version, running just-shy of 
three-and-a-half minutes). Track four, “And She 
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Would Darken The Memory,” is another classic 
Sad epic. Opening with an-almost warning 
siren-like intro, drums, bass, and guitar eventu- 
ally come in as Graham lacerates “I’m putting 
the boot in tonight.” The build-up is a blistering 
menagerie of noise, and the tension release is 
a respite comedown, as its lingering notes give 
way to the ultimate closing track. Nearly nine 
minutes in length, “Three Seconds Of Dead 
Air” is one of the most breathtaking and dense 
Twilight Sad songs ever recorded, and certainly 
one of their most devastating. Graham’s first 
lines of “Mother knows / How to keep a secret 
from me / And when will | know / Because 
there’s no one left to tell, but me” hang heavy 
over MacFarlane’s languid guitar. Pressure 
builds and tension mounts as Devine and Orzel 
join the fold and guitar becomes layered on top 
of guitar. Graham’s final sung lyrics are at once 
threatening and pleading: “And you’ve stopped 
/ And you’ve stopped caring / But don’t worry 
/ ‘Cause | am leaving / And don’t worry / Your 
thoughts aren’t clear / And I’m thinking about 
you / And your brother won't be found,” as the 
music swells, overwhelms, and explodes into 
a brilliant crescendo. Some bands work their 
whole lives to achieve such fluid greatness, and 
The Twilight Sad came fully formed out of the 
gate creating lurching, ambitious, epic master- 
pieces. Seek out this EP if you haven’t yet 
discovered it, and let it enfold you. 


Songs By Thom - Existential 
(HOMEMADE)

Existential is the new album from Highland Park’s 
very own Songs By Thom.The album is a sweetly 
humble record, pairing quiet longing with bedsit 
lo-fi, matched with a big heart at its core.Wistful 
tunes like opener “Uncool,” “| Must Not Repeat 
Myself,’ and the back-to-back “Forwards” and 


“Backwards” are pure ear candy, but there’s a 
melancholia in the lyrics that belies the music 
(as evident straight away from the album title 
and cover artwork). Fans of The Magnetic Fields, 
Belle And Sebastian, Casiotone For The Painfully 
Alone, and any assortment of enigmatic indie 
pop will find much to love in Songs By Thom! 


Breathless — 
Between Happiness And 


Heartache (TENORVOSSA)

Obscure, if not even heard-of altogether, to 
most (as tons of underrated bands go), British 
dream pop quartet Breathless have been 
quietly releasing music at their own leisurely 
pace since the mid-1980s and are still active to 
this day. Early albums found the band tapping 
into a post-punk vein, but theirs was a lushly 
morose sound weaved into rougher hues. 
They could also be tagged as “gothic rock” (in 
a Cocteau Twins-sense) and latter-day albums 
would find the band exploring space and drone 
rock masterfully. Undeniably, the band would’ve 
remained in obscurity had it not been for lead 
singer/keyboardist Dominic Appleton’s guest 
tenure in 4AD supergroup This Mortal Coil 
(he sang on three tracks from 1986's Filigree 
& Shadow and one track from 1991’s Blood). 
Appleton was one of a few non-4AD signings 
to be handpicked by label boss lvo Watts- 
Russell for the project, and Appleton’s uniquely 
soothing voice—think a combination of Billie 
Holiday and David Sylvian—is truly sad, beau- 
tiful, and forlorn. Breathless’ equally talented 
roster is completed by guitarist Gary Mundy, 
bassist Ari Neufeld, and two drummers in its 
30+ year existence: Tristram Latimer Sayer 
(who left Breathless in 1987, then returned 
in 2011) and Martyn Watts (who joined in ‘87 
but left in 2006). Their fourth studio album, 
Between Happiness And Heartache, was released 
in October 1991. Released in the throes of 
shoegaze’s peak, the album has a kindred spirit 
in Pale Saints and Kitchens Of Distinction— 
two like-minded British dream pop bands who 
didn’t get the just attention they deserved. 
Between Happiness And Heartache packs a 
wallop with opener “Il Never Know Where 
You Are.” Appleton sings of desire and distrust 
as guitars swell and blast off into the upper 
echelon of atmospheric rock. The build-up and 
epic sweeps of “Over And Over,” “Wave After 
Wave,” and “You Can Call It Yours” continue 
the course, evoking romance, insecurity, and 
longing over towering guitar, driving bass, and 
pounding drums. “All That Matters Now” is 
heart-on-sleeve and gently pleading, its warm 
embrace makes it one of many highlights in the 


Breathless catalog.“Clearer Than Daylight” and 
“Flowers Die” (a cover, originally by The Only 
Ones) are chiming and surging, but equally 
desolate and fragile. Closing track “Help Me 
Get Over It” finds Appleton emotionally 
exhausted and overwhelmed; vocally it’s one of 
his finest moments (and I’m telling you, there 
are many!). The original vinyl LP (it’s getting 
hard to find) and early CD pressing (with very 
colorful cover artwork) ends at eight tracks; 
the 2006 CD reissue (with the original cover 
art rendered in black-and-white) adds the 
bonus track “Everything | See” (another slow- 
burning mini-masterpiece, originally the B-side 
to 1993’s non-album single “Don’t Just Disap- 
pear”) and the enhanced video for “Over And 
Over.” If foreboding, swirling dream pop with a 
darker edge is what you seek, Breathless just 
might be your new (old) favorite band. 


Lush — Chorus (44D) 

Find it in: ROCK 

Chorus is a 5-CD collection featuring almost 
everything Lush recorded in their 7-ish year 
existence. The collection features the seminal 
Britpop/shoegazing band’s three studio 
albums—1992’s Spooky, 1994’s Split, and 1996's 
Lovelife—with the two B-sides compilations 
they released—1990’s Gala and 1996’s Topolino. 
Additionally, each disc features alternate and 
live recordings, demos, and remixes, that should 
surely saturate long-time fans and newcomers 
alike. After all, everything (minus a scant few 
alternate versions) that made Lush special is on 
display here. | have to give an advisory for the 
packaging (aesthetically it’s top notch; but logis- 
tically, it comes in a book package which means 
tight cardboard sleeves for the CDs... reads: you 
might have scratched discs, possibly even glue 
residue direct from the manufacturer), but I’m 
pickier than most when it comes to preserving 
near-mint integrity. Whatever the issues may 
be from “cost-effective” packaging, it won't 
distract from the awesome quality of the music 
contained within. 


Jesu / Sun Kil Moon - 

Jesu / Sun Kil Moon (cALDoveRDE)

From _ singer-songwriter/curmudgeon Mark 
Kozelek and drone metal industrialist Justin 
Broadrick comes the debut collaboration Jesu / 
Sun Kil Moon. Musically, Jesu/Broadrick is in top 
form—long, skyscraping, and towering down- 
tuned guitar drone, with eerie detours into 
dark electronica—while Sun Kil Moon/Kozelek 
spins his old hat, expletive-laden, journal-entry 
stories about day-to-day life, girlfriends, those 
who have passed on, travel fatigue, and his love- 
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hate relationship with his fans. Given the new 
angsty, heavy backing, Kozelek even sounds 
thrashy and unhinged at some points, but still 
handles the reflective and serene moments 
(“Good Morning My Love,” “Fragile,” “Exodus,” 
“Beautiful You”) with typical finesse. Despite the 
repetitive subjects of Kozelek’s lyrics, they’re 
given new life thanks to the musical context.And 
that was what made Kozelek’s previous collabo- 
ration with The Album Leaf’s Jimmy LaValle in 
2013 (Perils From The Sea) so special, that it cast 
Kozelek’s storytelling in a revitalized and fresh 
setting. Jesu / Sun Kil Moon is a heavy-hearted and 
heavy-handed collaboration, but a prime entry in 
both artists’ vast and incredible catalogs.

| watched this gem recently with the expecta- 
tion that it would be another crappy horror 
film to forget. The title appealed to me for many 
reasons, especially as | say a fond adieu to my 
time at Amoeba. My exit has been signficantly 
less traumatic than the protagonist and | lived to 
tell the tale... but more on that later. 


The premise of Last Shift is good old spooky fun. 
A rookie cop has to mind the old precinct for 
one last night on her first shift. Oh the irony! 


Over the course of the film she finds out why 
the station is being abandoned. There’s one 
catch. The evidence hasn’t been picked up. And 
this detritus carries with it some heavily nega- 
tive spiritual weight—specific to the location 
and to her family history. 


Visually there are similarities to the building used 
in the original Asssault on Precinct | 3 which made 
me smile, but it does go beyond that, | hope, 
purposeful homage. The DP and crew manage 
to play with light and dark in interesting ways 
and at times this piece is downright creepy— 
from the ubiquitous flickering fluorescents to 
snowy TVs to unexpected blackouts complete 
with red emergency lights and pinspot flashlights 
barely keeping the crushing blackness at bay. It 
all works. 


I’m not sure the story is groundbreaking, but 
it is executed well and Juliana Harkavy gives 
one Hell of a performance—no pun intended. 
Better still, she is backed by a cast that delivers, 
continuing to show that casting can make or 


break a project. If her acting had been weak then 
| think | wouldn’t have remembered much about 
this movie as has been the case with countless 
others I’ve viddied over the years my droogies. 


The build-up is tasty and there are frights and 
chills complemented by some truly arresting 
images culminating in a solid twist at the end. 
And finally, a character for whom | was rooting 
reaps the sins of her father.A solid tale told in 
time-honored fashion. 


Well. Done. 


| don’t want to say too much more, but if you 
like a fright and loneliness preys on your fears, 
give this one a look. It won’t disappoint.

Another excellent release from one of the 
finest reissue labels ever, Now Sounds. Harpers 
Bizarre were a harmony pop group with an 
actively “soft” sound, but they were cutting 
edge in many ways. They cut early songs from 
writers like Harry Nilsson, Randy Newman, 
and Van Dyke Parks in addition to performing 
lightly subversive covers of tunes from the Cole 
Porter era. They also took many stylistic trips 
throughout their short career, from Beatle- 
esque pop to light psychedelica, from country- 
flavored songs to Moog flourishes, from folky 
sounds to complex choral arrangements. A 
favorite track is the stellar “Witchi Tai To” which 
builds a Native American peyote chant into a 
gorgeous melodic soundbath with chiming bells 
and beautiful harmonies. As typical with Now 
Sounds releases, expect excellent liner notes, 
superior mastering, and great photos and design.

Records Soul/Disco Anthology 
(SOURCES)

The more one understands about their culture 
the easier it is to recognize the arts and enter- 
tainment of their time. | had always enjoyed 
watching Gilda for reasons that couldn't exactly 
be pinpointed until now. There was the impres- 
sion that it wasn’t just her sultry and thrill- 
seeking ways, or her liberation. It was her 
libido, actually, and the unapologetic way that 
the principles behind the production code in 
movies were instigated. And with style that was 
most-impressive and done by the likes of Jean 
Louis, just as any other big budget wonder. It’s 
as if a few filmmakers were asking themselves 
an important question post-Depression: “Why 
keep pretending the dark edges of life don’t 
exist?” In asking, it is as though life was breathed 
into this thought and the result was Film Noir. 


This isn’t to say that the majority of films in that 
era were not of great wit and integrity. Surely 
the way that these restrictions were handled by 
the likes of Frank Capra, George Cukor, and Leo 
McCarey was masterful and deserving of adora- 
tion. The same can be said of the glitz of Busby 
Berkeley, providing a much-needed solace for a 
body of people who were in despair. Still, there 
are many things about Vidor’s esteemed classic 
that place it far ahead of the others in terms 
of sophistication. This is due to how human and 
flawed the characters are and the fact that it’s 
a splendid battle of the sexes. For anyone with 
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experience or imagination in the matter, | assure 
you that it surpasses even some contemporary 
works. 


The protagonist of the film is Johnny Farrell 
(Glenn Ford), a handsome man who is stout in 
personality and experienced in self-promotion. 
As a man who “makes his own luck,’ Buenos 
Aires seems to be an ideal playground for 
shadowy behavior and pastimes. Johnny isn’t 
given much of an opportunity to find out, as his 
loaded dice soon land him a new friend: Ballin 
Mundson (George Macready), a no-nonsense 
owner and operator of an exclusive gambling 
establishment. Mundson realizes, after Johnny’s 
proposition, that it would be lucrative to have a 
man like Johnny working for him at the tables— 
or at the very least keeping an eye out for 
fellows with a similar “skill.” 


The two men have an almost father-son bond, 
mostly fueled by Mundson—who sees himself in 
Johnny, being a man of vice who creates conces- 
sions in his own life at the slight misfortune 
of others. As it turns out, Mundson has affairs 
that are far more important and profitable than 
gambling. In fact, they’re causing him a lot of 
undue attention and strife, which he’s used to 
navigating. The same goes for Johnny. The two 
also agree on another issue that is stretched to 
vitality: gambling and women don’t mix, so don’t 
get involved. With the assurance that Johnny 
won't let his logic be strewed by the folly of the 
female, Mundson leaves him in charge while he 
settles some affairs abroad. To Johnny’s dismay, 
Mundson returns from the trip as a married 
man. To his horror, his sexpot of a wife is his ex, 
Gilda (Rita Hayworth).

The film abruptly shifts from this slick story 
of two men navigating the underworld in 
tuxedos to the happenings of a red-head who 
is as thorny as a rose. Hayworth’s breathtaking 
beauty is paraded so drastically that it comes 
off as ultra-erotic at times. There’s a scene were 
she’s walking around her bedroom in a white 
chemise nightgown and she steps to a lamp, 
exposing every curve and a lot more under- 
neath. | can only imagine what it must have been 
like to see that on the big screen all over the 
world. Anyhow, naturally Johnny and Gilda are 
embittered and at first their disdain for each 
other puzzles and morbidly amuses Mundson. It 
becomes established that Gilda is a golddigger 
and interested in climbing a social ladder using 
her womanly charms. She does it with such 
style that you can’t be angry. You can only pity 
Johnny as he is forced to keep her protected and 
amused (she’s now Mundson’s property) while 
watching her blatantly disregard his feelings and 
her honor 


A series of events unfold that tests the strengths 
and inner-discipline of everyone involved until, 
finally, the Noir-like elements return to present 
a dynamic ending that | personally didn’t see as 
all that happy. It’s hopeful, but for the charac- 
ters and the rest of the realism in the film, you 
wonder what will become of them, all the while 
being stunned that you could be so intrinsically 
involved. 


| have a tough time labeling Gilda as a noir and | 
sort of refuse to. Noir has a formula and a style 
that the film simply does not. Not entirely. The 
motif is often the MacGuffin, a plot twist that 
has no true explanation but everyone seems 
entangled in; just a shadowy mystery that swal- 
lows lives as it unfolds. In Gilda, the motif is a 
reoccurring song that is playing on the radio 
when we first see her and sung by the character 
often. The meaning makes this more a tale of 
attraction than crime. 


This lack is not a flaw, but rather an instrument 
with which the viewer can set it apart from the 
rest of the genre—as most will argue it’s a noir. 
With The Maltese Falcon and Double Indemnity, 
for example, the romantic elements take the 
burner on the very back of the stove. In Gilda, it’s 
the most important thing cooking. In being so, it 
reveals how just as much tension and macabre 
can be in romance as with a thriller. Sure, there 
is violence and cartels and an evasive sense of 
justice in all regards, but they are so minuscule 
that you hardly notice them. They are simply 
elements for the characters to sift through their 
fingers. The thing you retain is Gilda; the most 
consuming, unattainable and haunting of all the 
classic sirens.

Space Monster by Ridley Scott (1979). His paint- 
ings, or bleak channellings of terror, deal with 
the themes of birth, sexuality and death. Giger 
mostly uses black paint, though in his later years 
he started to use very, very dark grey (black). 
Much of this documentary captures Giger shuf- 
fling around his dark labyrinthian house like a 
slow-mo Yoda of woe. This almost intrusive 
footage, coupled with a lot of archive material, 
along with interviews with Giger himself and the 
people closest to him showed me a lot about 
a man who | had previously only really known 
through his work. Though frail and nearing his 
life’s conclusion, H.R. Giger is still more metal 
than Satan playing a particularly tricky guitar 
solo whilst surfing on a geyser of blood from 
the mouth of an obsidian volcano (in hell). It 
was uplifting to see how he springs back into life 
when he is physically making his art. If you squint, 
some of the paintings look like jiggly bits, which 
apparently troubled Tipper Gore.

After Vektor shook the world of the metal 
underground with their debut release Black 
Future—becoming immediately recognized as 
one of the very few bands within the “New 
Wave of American Thrash Metal” to truly sculpt 
their own sound and push the envelope for 
thrash on a whole—nobody knew how they 
could possibly follow it up. In 2011, their sopho- 
more release, Outer Isolation, proved that they 
surely had not exhausted any wells of creativity. 
Now, five years later, they have finally returned 
with their third record—a record which is 
already being hailed as their masterpiece. 
Terminal Redux showcases many firsts from 
Vektor, all of which are executed adeptly: their 
first instrumental track, their first concept 
album (a utopia-turned-dystopia in space — a 
concept which | can’t imagine any sci-fi fan not 
finding totally badass), and even David DiSanto’s 
first go at singing—conjuring up a beautiful, soft 
voice that to me is reminiscent of Papa Emer- 
itus from Ghost. Terminal Redux further crafts 
their unique sound, and while their Voivod and 
Nocturnus (two original pioneers of the sci-fi 
metal style) influence is still there, the music 
is farthest from derivative. It is evident that 
Vektor are never artistically satisfied, always 
trying new things and pushing themselves for 
something fresh—and not once have they let 
us down. In the world of modern metal, where 
it seems like damn near every band is a pain- 
fully generic, obvious rehashing of the greats, 
Vektor have masterfully taken their own path. 
If you are a sci-fi loving, metal thrashing maniac, 
Terminal Redux was made for you. Favorite 
songs: “Collapse,” “Charging the Void” 


Metallica — Load (ELEKTRA RECORDS) 
Find it in: METAL 

| will say it straight up: Load is a masterpiece. 
No, that was not sarcastic. If you haven't already 
decided to completely disregard everything | 
write henceforth, allow me to explain. Load is 
more artistically expressive—more emotion- 
ally poignant—than the vast majority of records 
ever made, especially in heavy metal. Due to 
both being written at the same time and origi- 
nally intended to be a double record release, this 
write-up applies to ReLoad as well. Load is Metal- 
lica’s The Wall. Or Metallica’s Dirt. It is James 
Hetfield at his absolute most open, completely 
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baring his soul. James in the darkest depths of 
his alcoholism, writing a record of self-hatred 
at what he let himself become. Tracks such as 
“Thorn Within” or “Low Man’s Lyric” (off of 
ReLoad) showcase a man at his most broken, 
and damn does James know how to convey it. 
Those of you who are truly in-touch with your 
emotions through music | know would under- 
stand this album if given a fair chance. It has 
some of the most brilliant, heart-wrenching 
lyrics ever written. “Don’t want your aid, but 
the fist | made for years can’t hold or feel.” Or, 
“Forgive me father, for | have sinned. Found me 
guilty when true guilt is from within.” 


If you are dead-set with hating post-Justice 
Metallica, if you are 100% grounded in your 
mindset of “Metallica sold out!” to even budge, 
then don’t bother. But if you have an open mind 
for an incredible, honest record, REGARD- 
LESS of who made it, then turn this on, turn 
off your lights, and pay attention to the lyrics. 
Of course, the album is also riddled with the 
fun, less serious tracks, such as “Ain’t My Bitch” 
and “2x4,” but those are worthy as well. They 
all add to the unique concoction of southern 
rock, country, and heavy metal that they created 
with Load. Listen to this from an objective 
point-of-view—not from an ’80s Metallica fan 
point-of-view. And truly? Metallica never did 
sell out. Selling out would have been if they had 
continued endlessly writing thrash metal to 
please the fans. Instead, James did his own thing. 
And | assure you he knew what kind of backlash 
a southern, heavy rock album would get. But it 
was what he felt in his soul. And denying that 
expression would have been selling out. It would 
have been criminal. Favorite songs:“The Outlaw 
Torn,’ “Thorn Within.”

ESSENTIAL 


For our list of the 10 Most Essential Mod Albums, 
we went to one of the scene’s experts: DJ Penny 
Lane. She has been hosting the longest running 
mod radio show (aka “mod cast”) for eleven 
years, with a playlist dedicated to the eternally 
cool 1960s British music scene inspired by the 
then-new sounds of R&B, soul, ska, rock, and 
jazz. Her show, Punks in Parkas, is featured 
on UMFM radio (101.5 FM) out of Winnipeg, 
Canada every Thursday night at 9pm. UMFM is 
a campus and community radio station run by 
students and volunteers from the University of 
Manitoba and community members from around 
Winnipeg. 


Penny Lane’s show features the best in the 
national and international mod scene; she plays 
great artists from the 1960s to current artists 
who are keeping the scene alive. She invites all 
kinds of guest DJs in studio and was the first to 
feature many new music acts as well. She does 
it all — from hosting the show to creating the 
playlist and designing amazing promotional 
material. To learn more, you can also check out 
Penny’s blog and her show listing on the UMFM 
website. Read on for Penny’s take on the mod 
albums every record collection needs. 


I. THE WHO - My Generation 
(1965) 

To me this album sounds like a perfect little 
snapshot of what the original mod scene must 
have been like. Not only does it contain “My 
Generation,” the mod anthem to end all mod 
anthems, it also has two great versions of 
the James Brown classics “I Don’t Mind” and 
“Please Please Me.” It’s amazing to think that 
this stellar album was the Who's debut effort, 
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BY DJ PENNY LANE 


which many of the band members dismissed 
as something of a rush job. The album does 
a great job of capturing the group’s raw 
energy and is easily a must have in any music 
collection — mod or not. 


2. THE JAM - All Mod Cons (1978) 
Any list of essential mod albums would be 
seriously lacking without an entry from The 
Jam. The debate is not whether The Jam 
should be included on one of these lists, but 
which album? It comes down to personal 
preference. All Mod Cons, the Jam’s third 
studio album, displays a group coming into 
themselves musically. The album proves that 
the The Jam were beyond a one trick pony, 
capable of just playing music for the mod 
masses. The album pushed The Jam beyond 
the moniker of a “mod” band, showing they 
had the ability to write not just soft ballads 
(“English Rose”) but music with a message 
(“Mr. Clean,” “A Bomb in Wardour Street’). 
The album also contains one of my favorite 
Jam tracks, “To Be Someone (Didn’t We Have 
a Nice Time” — a mature piece of tongue-in- 
cheek writing from Weller. 


3. JOHN COLTRANE - 
Blue Train (1957) 

Before the punk-inspired sounds of the 1980s 
mod revival, before northern soul, Motown 
and Stax, and even before the explosive sound 
of The Who, mods could be found engulfed in 
the sounds of jazz. There are many excellent 
“Mod Jazz” compilations out there that will 
bring you a wide array of great soul-infused 
jazz tracks to get your toes tapping and hips 
shaking, but if you really want to understand 
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the core roots of the “elite” cool that mod 
seems to have come from, then go to the 
source. Blue Train is one of those classic albums 
that perfectly captures a movement in its 
familiar riffs and accessible sound, making it a 
good first dive into the mod jazz world. 


4. SMALL FACES - Small Faces 
(1966) 

How amazing is the story of the Small Faces? 
For probably the first time, here was a group 
of mods who got together and decided to 
play music, as opposed to a group who played 
music that mods enjoyed. The Small Faces’ 
debut rose to number three on the UK album 
chart and it’s not hard to see why with such 
classics as “Sha-La-La-La-Lee,” “Own Up 
Time,” “Whatcha Gonna Do About It,” and an 
amazing version of Sam Cooke’s “Shake.” While 
they may not have experienced commercial 
success like The Who or The Kinks, the Small 
Faces’ creativity and originality was often 
cited as a huge influence by many bands in the 
1990s Britpop movement (which can easily be 
argued as the ’90s mod revival). Not bad for a 
band who were only together for four years in 
the original incarnation. 


5. SOUNDTRACK - The Knack... 
and How to Get It (1965) 

While Quadrophenia is probably the most well- 
known mod movie, there were many amazing 
films that came out during the heyday of mod 
that easily captured the suave style and sounds 
of the era. The Knack...and How to Get It is 
a 1965 comedy directed by Richard Lester, 
fresh from directing The Beatles’ A Hard Day’s 
Night. While the film is visually stunning and 
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stylish, it’s in the soundtrack where the movie 
really shines. The score by John Barry not only 
accents the film perfectly, but stands alone as a 
great work that captures the vibe of mid-’60s 
British cinema. It was important for the film to 
look as good as it sounded and the score was 
as stylish as the movie’s costumes. 


6. THE REMAINS - The Remains 
(1966) 

While The Who and The Kinks were rocking 
in the UK, something was bubbling just below 
the surface in North America as well.Although 
mod started in the UK, it did slowly travel 
in some form or another to other parts of 
the world, including the USA. Bands like The 
Remains were creating a sound similar to mod 
darlings like The Who and the Small Faces, but 
with their own unique spin.A bit rougher and 
grittier than their British counterparts, The 
Remains were together briefly and only put 
out one album before embarking on tour as 
one of the opening acts on The Beatles’ final 
US tour in 1966. The Remains’ debut is raw, 
tough, and a fantastic slice of what was going 
on across the pond. 


7. OTIS REDDING - Otis Blue: 
Otis Redding Sings Soul (1965) 

Soul music is an integral part of the mod scene 
and no one does soul quite like Otis Redding. 
Otis Blue is a collection of some of the soul 
legend’s finest works, containing classics like 
“Respect,” “Shake,” and “I’ve Been Loving 
You Too Long.” Along with the classics is 
probably one of the most amazing versions of 
The Rolling Stones’ “Satisfaction” ever put to 
wax and covers of Sam Cooke tracks “Shake” 
and “Change is Gonna Come.” No record 
collection is complete without this amazing 
offering from Redding. 


8. THE MOST - 

Auto-Destructive Art (2013) 
The wonderful thing about the mod scene 
is that it seems to constantly be reinventing 
itself. As the years go on, new bands discover 
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the magic created by the groups of the original 
mod scene and channel that energy forward 
into something new and exciting. One of the 
best new mod bands around is, hands down, 
The Most. This four-piece band out of Sweden 
draws their inspiration from old blues, jazz, 
and soul, creating a sound that takes the best 
of the past and combines it with a modern 
flare. The Most’s debut album, Auto-Destructive 
Art, is a celebration of the 1960s, with tracks 
that sound familiar but are completely new.A 
must for anyone exploring the growth of the 
mod scene world wide. 


9. THE COUNT FIVE - 
Psychotic Reaction (1966) 

Released in 1966, Psychotic Reaction is the only 
studio album put out by American garage 
rock band Count Five. The album is a great 
reflection of the American garage rock scene, 
which took heavy influence from the fore- 
runners of the British mod invasion. While 
directly influenced by bands like The Kinks 
and The Who (the group’s only album features 
a cover of The Who's “My Generation”), it 
shows its heavy American roots via its dirty, 
gritty garage sound. It’s a darker, more raw side 
of the mod scene, but never fails to pack dance 
floors at any event. 


10. THE KINKS - 

Kinks (1964) 

Just one year before mod darlings The Who 
released My Generation, the Kinks stormed 
onto the scene with their 1964 self-titled 
debut album. The Kinks had a sound that was 
completely new, fresh and modern — some- 
thing the original mods strived for. The album 
has since become a classic, containing such 
amazing tracks as “You Really Got Me,” and 
a killer cover of “Got Love If You Want It,’ 
but when it was released in 1964, there were 
few sounds like it. It captures the start of a 
progression in music that would define the 
mod scene for years to come.
